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THE STRAINS of Heveinu shalom 
aleichem rang across the grasslands 
of Inner Mongolia. The hordes 
stood still, heads popped out of 
yurts, amazed at the curious pib- 
berish of the round-eye invaders.: 
Glinting eyeball to eyeball, historic 
encounter of Khan and Cohen in 
the vast windswept cmpliness. [1 
must be that the infinite vista before 
us conspires with the force of 
legend to commission such purple 
imagery. 

To be more exact, there was no 
spotlable horde this side of the 
northern horizon as we dismounted 
from the half-size tour bus. At least 
not up to the distant mountain 
range peering through the haze, 
screening the Soviet Union a mere 
couple of hundred kilometres away, 
11 is bitter cold and a grey drizzle 
sweeps the thinly-green grassland 
slopes. 

Our own small horde from Israel 
has scored a Marky Polo first.

The 
sheer absence of brainwashing 
hecomes unnerving; the slinginess 
in volunteering information about 
China today, as distinct from the, 
historic and ancient, True, the Gang 
of Four once slipped in, and sur- 
prisingly there are frequent 
references to the Cultural Revolu- 
tion. But this generally in a Bud- 
dhist contest (of which more later). 
A superpower needn't care ἃ dried 
lichee about its political image in 
the little abroad. Or maybe they're 
right, up there in the Forbidden 
City, about the average foreign 
tourist's apolitical interests, Or 
perhaps this entire, heavily- 
invested-in tourism effort is being 
run by some meivin who has an un- 
cle in San Francisco, Not to mislead 
τα what they do, they do most ef- 
ficiently, generously, ‘pleasantly, 
and we're not complaining. But by

(What can 
there be to hide here? The ancient 
Greeks thought otherwise.) 

Much of the piped music in 
public places, parks, on the train, 
sounds so dreamily paradisical, pen- 
latonic saccharine. The “op- 
timistic” music even manuges a 
Russian flavour. What's in the Top 
Ten? “Oh Susanna," in Chinese of 
course. 

In Hohehut, dancing girls enter- 
tain us nabobs; perspiring but ever 
so graceful student ballet duncers, 
and then musicians (male) in the 
town’s music academy. The or- 
namental girls go through the clas- 
sical ballet routine tremendously 
dedicated, as for a royal command 
performance. Students play solo on 
oddly stringed viols and horizontal 
harp machines, with extreme con- 
centration and seriousness. Some of 
the instrumental music is undiatonic 
enough to be authentic. Some is 
definitely Mongolian — of the Inner 
school. (Where is Boehm when you 
need him!) 

1 congratulate the beaming 
academy director, through an in- 
lerpreter (so many deny knowing 
English, ure perhaps too shy), and 
learn that the academy has Lwo clas- 
ses in Western music, piano und 
violin. . 

{ remember the lovely, bespec- 
tacled Miss Chu, one of our guides, 
telling me, on our way up to some 
national monument, about her, 
Beethoven records at home. (How 
we waited for a Miss Jul) | suggest, 
below the Martyrs of the Revolu- 
tion, why don't we listen together 
(testing the sociological mores), and 
she laughs, will give me her address 
at the end of the tour, Trivial 
dialogue, not up to GNP statistics. 


IN PEKING we spend an evening 
(tour operators’ nemesis, what to do 
with them πὶ night) in a large ornate 
theatre for a performance of one of 
their “Nahal™ troupes (from the 
Chinese Navy). Full house, the 
Chinese audience loves it, identifies 
(though 1 do sec « few local lads 
slipping out in the middle, and meet 
them in the foyer). Lots of Sovict- 
like choreography tableaux, much 
red-smoke special effects, sword- 
play, massed choruses in navy 
white. It goes on forever, favourite 
songs ure recognized and applauded 
by the audience, many no doubt 
present thanks to the waad ovdinr 
works committee — just like us. 1 
tell the day's guide, sitting in the 
next seat, that the bass is now sing- 
ing a Russian song (Moussourgsky's 
“Song of the Flea"), but she won't 
have it. 

A momentous question that urises 
in Hohehut and other cities visited: 
where have the Mao suits gone? All 
bought up by tourists? The official 
explanation is il's now summer. 1 
don't buy if, It has to be one of 
those small things that to the out- 
sider's keen eye tell of Significant 
Change unknown even to the 
Chinese themselves. Even to one of 
our women escorts who is wearing 
legs. You do see the dark blue Mao 
outfit here and there, or a reformist- 
revisionist compromise, half an out- 
fit, the full version favoured by 
labourers or older types who look 
like. historic, Mapai. Otherwise, it's 
white cotton .shirt and normal 
trousers, while slacks for women are 
de rigueur with brightly patterned 
tops. Skirts are out this year — 
which ends this fashion survey. 

Meanwhile, back in Hohehut, 


itfter the grasslands, where you 
couldn'l hear the silence for the 
camera clickissimo, we're given it 
rousing finule by card-holding 
Mongolian horses, watching like the 
raj from a grandstand, together with 
another lour group going Lhe other 
way. Cossack-type ucrohalic riding 
(girls und bays) is followed by a 
short polo demonstration, far-away 
hoofs kicking up an inscrutable 
smokescreen of dust. One of our Tex- 
uns had once been into this radeo 
thing and he avoids my inquiring 
gaze, For my part, the horses smash 
the speed limit, bul perhaps they’.

Stream of 
vitriol, ““aggression,"’ “expan- 
sionism,” “imperialism,” but it's an 
English-language news commentary 
from Ulam Batar, capital of 
neighbouring Sovict Outer 
Mongolia, and the target is our host 
country. 

A tour-bus guide, unasked, kindly 
reads us the hitest in the morning's 
Chincse paper, and sets off a 
careless hubbub about terrorists, 
Lebanon, PLO, etc; to be 
shushushed by the more prudent 
Marranos. 

You could follow the news in the 
China Daily — which runs foreign 
news agency reports slugged “via 
Xianhu,” the official Chinese news 
agency, It's hurd lo learn what's go- 
ing un out there in Lebanon even 
frum between the lines. 

The editorial of the China Daily of 
June 26 includes the folowing tid- 
bits: “The Israeli expansionists 
know no restraint, nor cin they ever 
be appeused..,. Since its inception in 
1948, Isrnel has not lel uny of its 
neighbours have ia moment of 
peace.,., The Israeli war-mongers ... 
the Zionist gungsters ... πῖνε 
devastated a third of Lebanon and 
killed thousinds of Lebanese and 
Palestinians ... The other super- 
power, the setf-styled ‘natural ally’ 
{inverted commas in original) of the 
Arab nation, issucd a warning 
which, for unexplained reasons, 
slressed its own interests... Any 
final solution to the Palestinian 
question... can only lie in the unity 
of the Arab world to take concur- 
rent uffitudes and action against 
their common enemy, expunsionist 
Israel. The superpowers’ contention 
is the root cuuse of the prolonged 
tension and bloodshed in the 
region.... As it looks now, the eight- 
point Saudi peace proposal may 
turn out fo be a realistic approach 
towards solving the long-standing 
Middle East issue. Any fundamental 
solution must necessarily be based 
on the liberation of ull occupied 
Arab land, including Jerusalem and 
Palestine, and on the security οἱ all 
nations involved, both Arab und 
Israci.”

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ALL OF US have, at one time or 
another, experienced a sense of 
relicf at the news of an injury. 
“Thank God he’s still alive,” we tell 
ourselves on hearing about a friend 
who survived an accident. “At least 
no one was killed," we say, when we 
hear that there were no fatalities in 
a shooting incident. 

‘Nothing, indeed, is as final as 
death; but the wounded, those who 
live on, are also part of the dreadful 
price the country pays for armed 
conflict. 

Thinking of wounded soldiers, 
one tends to visualize lost limbs, 
shattered bones or parts of the body 
blasted away by bombs or shelis; 
but often enough it is a single, stray 
bullet which can have an even more 
lasting effect. 

Of the three wounded soldiers 
with whom | talked, the luckiest is 
Dr, Ido Kutz, who lost his left ley 
above the knee and suffered a com- 
plicated multiple fracture of his left 
arm, He will be able to walk almost 
normally und will probably return to 
his curcer in internal medicine at 
the same hospital where he is now 
receiving trealment. 

Ovadia Ben-Hnim, who was shot 
in the head and was almost con- 
pletely paralysed, limps along with a 
lurch and is already riding a bicycle. 
Rami Keich, injured high up in his 
spinal column, has attained. 
remarkable independence and con- 
trol; but, paralysed from the chest 
down, he is confined to a 
wheelchair, 


ALL THREE, wounded in the 
Lebanon war, are being treated at 
the Sir Ludwig Guttman Rehabilitu- 
tion Centre of the Sheba Hospital at 
Tel Hashomer. 

The centre, situated in the 600- 
dunam “medical village” that is Tel 
Hashomer, is divided into an. 
orthopedic unit, where Dr, [do Katz 
is nearing the end of his stay, and a 
neurological department, which 
Ovadia Ben-Haim and Rami Keich 
are looking forward to leaving soon, 

The deputy head of the 
neurological centre, Dr. Ami Ohri, 
was himself a wounded prisoner of 
war in Egypt. Born in Netanya, he 
studied medicine at Tel Aviv 

. University, specialized in rehabilita.. 
tion at Tel Hashomer and widened 
his experience In Britain and the 
U.S. Ohri also servea as doctor for 
teams of disabled Israeli athletes, 

He still suffers from chemical 
* bronchitis as a result of breathing in 

napalm when his fort was under at- 
tack. He did not.receive adequate 
᾿ treatment for his condition, but he 
feels it may have been due to in- 
competence rather than malice. . 

He did not feel any irony ‘when, 

’ during the present war, he found 
himself treating two Syrian-PoWs 
with spinal injuries, “{-honestly did 
not connect the two events,” he 
says. “Thers were [Ὁ ycars in 
between,” 

Rehabilitation is a comparatively 
. New branch of medicine, he notes, 
which only came into its own after 
World War 1. It is basically a team 
operation and one of his main func- 
tions, as acting department head, is 
to coordinate the work of doctor, 
nurse, physiotherapist, speech 
therapist, social worker, psy- 
chologist and sex counsellor, 

“Of course the motivation of the 
wounded man is the first thing," he 
says, “But it is not endugh to want | 
to get better. He has to δὲ taught 
how.” Se Ai 

At some centres, the psy-. 
chological aspects of rehabilitation 
are left to a later stage; but at Sheba 
they start 85 soon as possible. The - 
patient has to be given the techni- 

ques to contrel his bodily Functions, 
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ido Katz 


to move and walk; but he must also 
be brought mentally to a point 
beyond the injury, where he can 
look to the fulure, 


DR. IDO KATZ, a 3l-year-old 
bachelor from Te! Aviv, was 
wounded on the eastern front on the 
fifth oy of the war, Mobllized to 
serve with his regular tank unit, he 
was having his first taste of battle. 


He had just descended from his . 


medical support vehicle to attend to 
a wounded soldier, when the unit 
came under rocket attack, He and 
‘his team of medical orderiies were 
all wounded. 

“Somehow, 1 remained quite 
calm," he says In 8 matter-of-fact 
way. “I felt [ had lost my leg and T 
knew just what had to be done." He 
explained to a fellow soldier, with 
no medical training, how to apply 
the tourniquet, 

The two of them had been look- 
ing for a vein in which to insert the 
infusion, when an orderly finally ar- 
rived. “ Even then we couldn't find a 
vein,’ he smiles, But he only per- 
mitted himself to faint when the ἰη- 
fusion, which was: eventually in- 
serted in the central vein, was work- 
ing. SS ; 
After being operated on in Safad, 
Ido came back to his owri hospital 


for, renabilitalion, He has every in- ἢ 


tention of .continuing his career 
there, On the day of my visit, he was. 
due to be refitted with his artificial 
leg.

heal, Because of his arm, he was un- 
able to use crutches, or to learn to 
walk between parallel bars. “My 
therapist believes in the ‘deep end’ 
method,” he laughs, This technique 
calls for launching yourself straight 
into walking on the limb without 88- 
sistance, Ido believes it is harder at 
the qutset, but eventually pays off. 

“You have to be determined," he 
says, “At first It hurte like hell when. 
they put on the leg, but waiting for: 
the pain to go away only delays your 
recovery. You have to get on with - 
it." However, losing a leg and \ 
breaking an arm are far from being 
the worst that can happen, 

Ido justifies Operation Peace for 
Galilee, even with the hindsight of 
what it cost him and others, “I have 
frlends in Kiryat Shmona,” he ex- 
plains. “I have seen children being 
brought up in constant fear of 
Katyushas. It’s not fair.” 

However, he was strongly op- 
posed to extending the war to 
Beirut. 


NOT SO Ovadia Ben-Haim, a 22- 
year-old paratrooper. from Bat 
Yam, “Anyone who says we should 
have stopped after 40 kilometres, 

now what he’s talking 
about,” he told me. “If someone 
shoots at you, you shoot: back and 
then advance." He approves of the 
war, would fight again: if he were 
capable and-thinks il was right to 
advance to Beirut. He admits he 


‘wanted to fight, although he was 


near his demobilization date when 


the. confilct broke out. He wanted 


to put to use all that he'd learned 
and looked forward to “settling ac- 
counja” with the terrorists. “War-is 
a terrible. thing," he says, “but you 
can’t just‘put yout tail between your 
legs and flee from the enemy.”

They pul 
back a lot of seche! (brains) to 
replace mine which fell out of the 
hole,” 

A radioman, he was shot near 
Damour just ns he was handing the 
microphone to his commanding of- 
ficer. “Maybe they were aiming for 
the CO,” he suggests, “but let me 
tell you, every bullet has its 
destination.” 

Uvi was operated on at Haifa’s 
Rambam Hospital, but within two 
weeks he was starting. rehabilitation 
at Tel Hashomer, Almost complete- 
ly paralysed in both legs and his left 
arm, he now walks without a stick 
and rides his bike dangerously fast 
along the hospital paths. 

Working out with his 
physiotherapist, a pretty young 
woman, he grimaces with pain as he 
pushes against a huge, orange ball. 
Tuli, the therapist, uses a mixture of 
Jokes, threats and persuasion. “Stop 
behaving like a young child — you 
know you can do it,” she urges, 
half-angrily, 

Later, Uvi confides: “She's 
wonderful, they all are; alef-alef1" 
He feels that he has reached the 
lintits of his recovery, although he 
says that, even when almost com- 
pletely paralysed, he believed he 


‘would stand on his own feet again. 


While I was talking to him, he ar- 
ranged for’ a driving lesson with 
Avraham, who himself suffered a 
war wound and has a car adaptable 
to all sorts of disability. .

Hons, Uvi still suffers from loss of

His main concern is whet 
Defence Ministry will μέν τάς 
opening a shop with a friend, He 
learned carpentry at technical hi 
school und still likes working wilh 
wood.

RAMI KEICH is a member of Κρ. 
butz Ayal near Kfar Sava. Born in 
Kfar Giladi 23 years ago and 
brought up in Jerusalem, he was a 
member of the Mahuanot Olim 
youth movement and joined the 
Nehal. : 

He was just completing a 
Preparatory course at the Haifa 
Technion when he was culled upto 
fight on the eastern front. He was 
shot and wounded high up in the 
spine, when an Israeli tank mistook 
-him and his CO for Syrians. 

He is adamant that it makes no 
difference to him that he was hit by 
“friendly” fire. The previdus day, 
he had almost been killed by a 
Syrian rocket, “That's war: balagan 
(chaos), he remarks with careful 
understatement. 

Sitting in his wheelchair, he rocks 
himself gently with his arms, He hat 
ho muscular activity below the up- 
per chest und he does not believe 
that he will make further progress. 
Nevertheless, with two good arm 
and normal brain function, he hes 


achieved total independence. 


HE CAN perform his toilet, dress 
and swim without assistance. He 
already has a driving licence and 
soon he will learn to drive using 
only his hands, But he is not going 
ahead with his plans to be an 
agricultural engineer. For the ume 
being he ἰβ giving up his studies and 
going back to the kibbutz to work ln 
the lens factory. Later, perhaps, he 
will study something else, com

HILLEL MITTELPUNKT is a 
skiful playwright. He knows how to 
construct 8 plot, how to build up 
tension, how to portray character. 
His dialogue is economical; without 
verbosity he characterizes persons 
and advances the action. His obser- 
vation is acute, and he has the 
ability 19 convey milieux and silua- 
ions in a drama. His latest, Afakolet 
{Grocer's Shop). deals with a family 
of petit bourgeois immigrants from 
Poland who keep a very small 
grocery in Jaffa. 

All the skills enumerated above 
are manifest in this play, which is 
well directed at Habimah by Amit 
Gazit, and also well acted. IF it fails

WHEN a masterbuilder like 
Robert Cohan is on the programme, 
it isn't hard to decide which work is 
the pick of the premieres. So it was 
when the Batsheva Dance Com- 
pany presented three new works at 
the Habimah Theatre on October 
17 before going abroad, 

Cohan gives us a clue to his Diary. 
Verbilly (on tupe} and in a pro- 
gramme notc, he says: “Its meaning 
is in ils own performance.” The 16 
dancers indulged in every sort of 
body movement. Whether they 
were alone or in groups, there was 
an air of detachment about them 
that curiously intensified what they 
were doing. It all began with one 
jogger, and thereafter all al some 
time jogged, walked, sat down, 
stood, stretched, collapsed, jumped, 
rolled, At times they confronted 
enel! other; at other times, the men 
swung the women ubout roughly. At 
all times, they were supple but con- 
trolled, motivated and expressive. 
for a 
reason. The moves themselves were 
the justification. 


Masterbuilder 


DANCE / Dora Sowden 


Cohan's voice did offer explana- 
tions about dancers, He said that 
the structure of movement was in 
the timing, phrasing, breathing; und 
that physical coordination was linked 
to time and speed — all very true. 
Yel one statement can be argued. He 
said that dancers acquire an exact 
timing and that in his 30-minute 
work called Forest (without music), 
the length of each performance 
varied by only five or ten seconds. 

In my experience, dancers vary 
theiz speed at different perfor- 
mances and even ask conductors to 
do likewise. That is why modern 
music, with less emphasis on bar 
lines, gives dancers more freedom 
than the stricter “classical” music, 
Hence Sergiu Natra's music, 


specially composed for Diary, 
sounded so right, incorporated 
words so easily and left the dancers 
so free-looking. 


SIKI Kol's Turmoi! began with 
sounds like noises inside the head 
and went on to the irritating rock 
music Force Majeure by a group cal- 
ling itself Tangerine Dream. A 
woman sitting on a stool, her back 
to the audience, soon showed every 
sign of craziness, turning her foot 
into a hammer by using her hand, 
shaking and shivering, tossing and 
turning in an agony of despair and 
dementia, A figure (her mother?) 
offered some comfort until violence 
developed between them. Three 
figures (the Fates?) entering with 


tiny steps (bourrée) showed some 
awareness of the distraught woman, 
and then indifference. A man ap- 
peared, ut first brutally rejecting the 
woman, once swinging her round 
his shoulders in an extraordinary 
manner, and finally displaying 
tenderness. Shelley Sheer danced 
here with outstanding force, earning 
the enthusiastic applause. 

The End of Innocence by Alice 
Dor-Cohen (music: Shosh Reisman) 
didn't need the solemn programme 
note or the quotation from Lord of 
the Flies. The “gang of children” 
didn't seem to be “living in isolation 
and desolation,” but rather enjoying 
their games. 1 didn’t find the “riots 
and orgies" convincing. The main 
weakness was that the work 
sometimes lost dance in the 
deviousness of movement — 8 
tendency in modern dance. It was 
best where Dor-Cohen herself and 
four men performed a clever 
quintet. With more pruning, this 
work could find focus. It is certainly 
promising.

LEFT-WING European intellec- 
tuals face τι serious problem every 
time they have to deal with urban 
terrorism. Having studied 
revolutionary movements and come 
τὸ admire their leaders (Custro, for 
instance), they know that terrorism 
cun be considered an essential 
wedpon apainst reactionary 
systems. And since most 
revolutionary moveinents have 
irisen in underdeveloped countries, 
in which only extreme mensures 
could shake the foundations of a 
corrupt and unjust class discrimina- 
tion, every progressive mind is sup- 
posed to fcel sympathy for the ter- 
torists, whether Latin-American, 
African or Palestinian. 

Of course, there was always the 
immense advantage that whatever 
was guing on was taking place 
somewhere very far uway. The issue 
wos therefore theoretical enough 
for the aforementioned intellectuals 
to feel quite comfortable about it. 
The problem changes completely 
when bombs are dropped ut home, 
when streets they actually widk in 
become unsafe, when innacent peo- 
ple they know personally are vic- 
tims. Having been brought up to 
believe that violence is basically 
wrong, they can't condone il even if 
ideologically they identify, ut least 
up to αὶ point, with the terrorists. So 
how should they respond? 

Following their acrobatio efforts 
to be for and against terrorism ul 
one and the same time could be 
quile amusing. But the brutal facts, 
spread over the front pages of their 
daily papers, are too obscene to 
ralse even the slightest grin. 
Obscene enough for even some 
radicals to realize that once and for

all they have either to take a stand 
against or be swept away by an un- 
controllable wave of violence. 


WHICH BRINGS US to 4 five- 
yeor-old film entitled, very aptly, fo 
Ho Paura {I am Frightened). The 
man who' wrote and directed it is 
Damiano Damiani, one of the 
better-intentioned Itatian left- 
wingers, who has lambasted the 
Establishment in his country several 
times in the past for giving in to the 
Mafia and tolerating a reign of ter- 
ror by a government within a 
government, making a mockery of 
democracy. 

Having described in detail the 
modus operandi of the Mafia, 
Damiani could not have failed to see 
the similarity between it and ter- 
rorist activity. And since he had 
already discovered that the best way 
to present his social statements was 
through the thriller, he used a police 
story to deal with underground 
Movements in the same way as he 
treated the Mafia. 

But not quite the same. With the 
Μαῖα, things were explicit and sim- 
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Police 


ple. There were the villiins, therc 
were the heroes, and in the middle, 
an unsuspecting herd. By being 
more ruthless towards this herd, the 
villains prevailed und the herocs 
were trampled underfoot. In ἰὼ Ha 
Paura nothing is clear. The villains 
ure an amorphous mass, consisting 
not only of terrorists from the right 
and from the left (this is emphasized 
repeatedly) but also of members of 
the security forces, some high of- 
ficials, and some corrupt law en- 
forcers. Which leaves in the clear 
only ἃ handful of people, who don't 
stand a chance against such a wall- 
to-wall conspiracy. 

The hero is a policeman who 
openly confesses that he has had his 
fill of fighting the sysyphean war 
against urban guerrillas: he is scared 
and he wants out. A benevolent 
superior arranges for him to be the 
bodyguard of an inoffensive judge, 
which would seem to be a safe 
enough posting. But no judge is in- 
offensive in the turbulent Umes we 
live in, and the policeman finds 
himself involved, through sheer 
professional conscientiousness, in an 
inquiry that leads to arms dealers, 
then lo an escaped terrorist, and 
from there to a high-ranking official 
in the Italian secret service. 


OF COURSE, as Damiani presents 
it, the story has a sheaf of morals. 
First, it points out that no one can 


stay out of what is going on today.. 


The policeman’s efforts not to take 


+ sides, not to be involved, his ex- 


clusive concern with his own life are 
futile, for in this game there are no 
onlookers; everybody is a partici- 
pant. Therefore, everyone should 
feel concerned and do something if 
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he wants it stopped. 

Also, there is the conclusion that 
whatever colour terrorists sport, 
they are equally deadly and un- 
controllable, Then, there is the 
game played by the judge and his 
bodyguard, who develop one theory 
afler another about who is responsi- 
ble for the present (error war, put- 
ting the blame alternately on the 
right and the left. 

The real villain turns out to be the 
State, us represented by its security 
forces, who are the main suppliers 
of weapons, the factor responsible 
for the failure to curb violence, the 
real instigators of evil, the root of all 
the trouble. 

Why the state should be in- 
terested in this, and why the careful 
policeman, who walks unscathed 
through some of the most intricate 
traps in the film, should fall into an 
obvious one al the end, are matters 
Damiani doesn’t really explain. But 
in this he is behaving in accordance 
with his conviction that if he puts 
his theories forward, he doesn't 
need to explain the details. Which 
isn't quite true, because as the mat- 


ter stands here, the audience would. 


be quite correct in assuming that 
the entire situation is a Kafkaesque 
nightmare from which there is no 
way out. And that can hardly be the 
point Damiani wanted to make, 
otherwise why bother with this kind 
of militant cinema? 


BESIDES, Damiani has a tendency 
lo flatten his characters, make them 
as functional as possible for his plot, 
even if they are slightly ridiculous in 
their own right. 

If Gian Maria Volonté carries the 
part of the policeman convincingly, 
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it is to his personal credit and shows 
his commitment to the subject (his 
radical political opinions are well 
known in Italy). Otherwise people 
would soon have started wondering 
why, if his job is such a source of 
anxicty, und us he is unattached, he 
doesn’t look for something better, 

Erland Josephson has a much 
harder time as an Italian judge. First 
of all he is dubbed, and there is an 
aura of incredibility about lips that 
are obviously not saying what your 
ears are hearing. Secondly, it is dif- 
ficult not to doubt his sanity when 
he doesn't realize what we in the 
audience have realized long ago — 
that in going through official chan- 
nels he is practically signing his 
death warrant. 

Sull, the movie is interesting os a 
symptomatic approach by the new 
left to a subject which has troubled 
it greatly, and which, by the way, 
has since been treated in a much 
more pungent way. Another Italian 
movie, very similar in theme but 
superior in treatment, Francesco 
Rosi’s Cadaveri Eccelenti (Illustrious 
Corpses), went one step further and 
pointed to the Establishment as be- 
ing directly interested in the 
perpetration of terror, because it is 
ἃ government's best justification for 
a strong-arm policy. 

Rosi added his own spice by ex- 
plicitly expressing the opinion that 
both left and right are equally 
served in this instance, because 
whatever’ the hue of the govern- 
ment, it always strives to achieve 
one aim: acquiring as much power, 
and os much control over the 
pubis, as possible. Which is what 

amiani was trying to hint αἱ, 
without saying it out loud. Oo

SAMUEL JOHNSON declared that 
he liked a good hater. The wise 
Preacher of Ecclesiastes included in 
his catalogue of things for which 
there is an appropriate season, “A 
time to love, and a time to hate,” 
When [ was serving in World War 


. II, we wed to set aside the first few 


minutes each evening, on our ar-. 
rival in the Sergeants' Mess, to 
hating a certain warrant officer over 
a silent drink. 

‘The difficulty in applying these 
excellent principles in Israel is that 
one's hate list tends to become too 
long, and one’s hatreds get diffused. 
My theory is that a little hatred 
sends the right amount of adrenalin 
coursing merrily through the blood 
vessels; it is as good as a hard set of 
tennis, But an excess of destestation 
is liable to clog the bloodstream and 
to cause a thrombosis. So it is ad- 
visable to keep one's dislikes under 
control. 

During the last few months, two 
men have been vying with each 
other for the top spot on my list, 


rather like leaders on those King of 
the Pops programmes. This week an 
outsider suddenly came from 
nowhere to soar to the top, like an 
unexpected record selling a golden 
million in one week, This was Eitan 
Rosenman, the director of man- 
power at Εἰ Al, whe provoked me 
into throwing things at my set dur- 
ing last Friday night’s TV news 
magazine. (However great my 
anger, 1 throw with great care, so as 
to miss: repairs can be very expen- 
sive.) 

Rosenman used to be the top 
labour teader in El ΑἹ, He is the 
man who brought thousands of 
workers to the barricades and in- 
spired scores of strikes, at the cost 
of millions of dollars to the com- 
pany and of endless hours of dis- 
comfort to faithful ΕἸ Al travellers, 
On one occasion, | interviewed him 
myself, and wag most impressed by 
his passionate and articulate presen- 
tation of the cause of the oppressed 
men in blue overalls. 

The management of ΕἸ Al was ap- 


parently so impressed by his ef- 
ficiency as an agitator that they in- 
duced him to take off his overalls 
and to put on a white collar, on the 
principle that “IF you can't beat 
him, get him on your side.” On the 
Friday night magazine, he was 
defending, with great emotion and 
powerful oratory, the inalienable 
rights of management as conceived 
in the 19th century and espoused in 
TV fiction by such characters as 
James Onedin and Soames Forsyte. 
_ To have such a man tell us how 
iniquitous it is for workers to try to 
interfere with management was like 
having a drunkard expound on the 
evils of demon rum. 


APART from hating Rosenman, it- 


is very hard for ne to take a firm 


᾿ line on the El Al dispute while 


watching the television coverage; I 
“find myself wavering from side 10 
side. There ia a famous Yiddish 
story about the rabbi who thought 
that both sides to a dispute were 
right, provoking his wife to com- 
ment that he must be mad, because 
this was impossible, He said, 
“You're right, too,” 

My feeling when the El Al case ia 
presented by each party on the 
screon is the exact opposite: to my 
indignation, it seems to me that all 
sides are completely in the wrong, 


One non-Israeli Zionist, who has 
come to Israel on numerous occa- 
sions and has always flown ΕἸ Al out 
of pro-Israel fervour, sald to me: 
“In some ways it may be a relief if 
they close down El Al. I've wasted 
hundreds of hours waiting for

planes because of their strikes; I've 
pul up with unpardonable imper- 
tinence and incompetence on the 
part of clerks and cabin personnel;

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competitive airline that is anxious τὸ 
Attract customers by pleasing 
them." 


ON THE other hand, remembering 
al} that El Al has meant to us during 
times of war, all the travail that 
went inlo its creation and all the 
pride it once inspired, il is sad to 
think that it is to be scrupped like an 
old horse sent to the knacker's yard. 

The possibility of the airline 
ending in the greedy hands of some 
Isracli private entrepreneur is no 
consolation, Those prospective 
buyers whose names we have heard 
hardly inspire confidence that they 
will build up an enterprise designed 
to make the consumers happy. 

No service in Israc! is consumer- 
oriented, as are comparable ser- 
vices in other countries. As far as 
the suppliers here are concerned, 
we are sill suffering from a seller's 
market, as we have been ever since 
the sate was proclaimed. 

So perhaps ΕἸ Al should stagger 
on somehow. As Hamlet put it, 
rather bear those ills we have than 
fly to others that we know not of. 


ANOTHER interesting interview 
on the Friday night magazine was 
with a top-level bureaucrat in the 
Ministry of Finance, If | understood 
his economic analysis correctly, he 
was amazed to find that inflation 
was running amok despite attempts 


10 control it by using methods dic- 
tated by convention) economic 
wisdom. These involve paring the 
budget by culling such unimportant 
items as education, health und 
social services. 

The interview was supported by 
some very amusing cartoons, a 
system that should be used to 
brighten up all these rather 
ponderous, static items -on the 
magazine. 

In my humble way, like the 
mouse helping the lion in Aesop's 
fuble, | think 1 can help our 
economist to understand what is 
happening.

Such fun und gumes provide 
endless material for the media, 
much more exciting than that af- 
forded by mere schoolteachers, 
ductors, nurses, universily lecturers, 
industrial workers, farmers and pen- 
sioners within the Green Line.

THE FIRST episode of the two-part

. there missile sites now in Cuba? Or 
anywhere else within shooting range 
of America's eastern cities? One 
character pointed out that Western 
European countries are all within 
range of Russian missiles, so why 
should the U.S. be immune? He had 
a point. All the same, we certainly 
identify closely with Kennedy in his 
struggle, and are delighted to know 
that he will give the Reds their 
comeuppance, 


LAST WEEK I went out on a limb 
to extol the wonders of Fame, and to 
say a kind word or two about After 
the Bell, Devout admirers of things 
British, already exasperated by my 
criticisms of The Norman Conquests 
and that Dennis Potter so-called 
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comedy about the old married cou- 
ple, were infuriated by my praise of 
whal they claimed was trite 
American trash, So it was with some 
trepidation, biting my fingernails, 
that 1 cowered in my armchair on 
Monday night: would the second 
part of Fame be as good as the first?

romise. On May 9, 1982, leas than 

24 hours after his inauguration as 

resident of Costa Rica, Luis 

Alberto Monge signed his first ex- 
ecutive order, transferring Costa 
Rica's embassy in !srael from Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem. The order was 
received with great satisfaction by 
the Jews of Costa Rica, and not only 
because it made their country the 
only nation in the world that 
recognized Jerusalem as Isruel’s 
capital. 

"In the midst of the terrible 
economic problems confronting the 
country, the embassy move was a 
positive sep, a sign to the Jewish 
commurity that the new government 
cared about its concerns,” said Dr, 
Willi Feinzeig, the president of the 
community, this week. “This 
positive attitude, exemplified again 
by the warm welcome extended to 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir by 
the Costa Rican government and 
people, has given our community a 
new sense of cautious optimism 
about the future.” 

In fact, President Monge's 
gestures towards Israel could not 
have come at a more crucial time 
for the tiny but influential Jewish 
community of Costa Rica, After a 
generation of peace and steady 
social improvement, this small 
Central American country — it is 
about the size of West Virginia — 
has suffered an almost total collapse 
since 1979, when the price of coffee, 
the main export crop, plummeted. 
The Monge government has em- 
barked on a stern austerity 
programme to return the economy 
to equilibrium and to recover the 
credits cut off by the International 
Monetary Fund and other leading 
financial institutions, 

The hapless administration of 
Monge's predecessor, Roderigo 
Carazo, had alienated the Jewish 
community by cooling Costa Rican 
relations with Israel In an unsuccess- 
ful effort to attract Saudi Arublun 
financial ald, The Costu Ricans 
moved thelr embassy to Tel Aviv 
and, for the first time, voted for 
several anti-Israel resolutions in the 
United Nations, In the early months 
of 1982, according to a leading 
member of the community, doubts 
abou their future led a large 
percentage of Costa Rica's Jews to 
ransfer their assets to banks outside 
the country,

PEDDLERS’ 
PARADISE 


All Costa Rica’s Jews are worried about their 
future, and the young are more troubled than 
arents. WALTER RUBY re

by the extent to which it differs 
from the rest of Central America," 
Located in a region known for [- 
literacy, disease and random 
violence, Costa Rica has a literacy 
rate of over 90 per cent and, after 
Cuba, enjoys the most effective 
rural health system in Latin 
America, The visitor can walk 
the streets of Sun Jose, Costa Rica's 
charming pocket-sized capital, at 
any hour of the night without fear. 

Another imimediately apparent 
difference between San Jose and 
other L.atin capitals Is the complete 
absence of soldiers on the streets, In 
fact, Costa Rica permanently dis- 
banded its army back in 1949, fol- 
lowing the brief civil war the 
previous year. Since then, 
democratic elections every four 
years have been held. , 

All but a few of the approximate- 
ly 3,000 Jews of Costa Rica (total 
population 2,200,000) live in the 
capital. They are, by and large, still 
extremely well off, although a 
minority have been hit by the crisis. 
They exercise a disproportionate in- 
fluence on the country’s economic 
and political life. The community 
was founded in the 1920s by pen- 
niless Hassidic Jews from Poland; 
today the sons and daughters of 
these settlors live in gracious homes 
in a Jewish neighbourhood of San 
Jose near the synagogue that is 
nicknamed “Tel Aviv." 

Dr. Feinzeig estimates that about 
25 per cent of the community keep 
kosher, but that the majority “kee 
αἱ least a semblance. of a Jewis 
home," typically with home observ- 
ances of Shabbat and the holidays. 
The most concrete manifestation of 
the community's commitment to 
Judaism is hs joint elementary-high 
school, the Instituto Dr. Jaim Weiz- 
mann. The school, 
sidered ta be one o! 
Costa Rica, has a complete cur- 
riculum of. Hebrew and Jewish 


studies as well as the regular Costa 
Rican curriculum. ‘‘Nearly 
everyone in the community wants 
their children to attend a Jewish

Many of the Lleenagers’ ar

THE EARLY Jewish settlers in 
Costa Rica began ‘as clothes ped- 
dlers; today, Jews control moal of 
the textile factories and many of the 
retail clothing stores in the country. 
They are also prominent in the con- 
struction, chemicals and plastics in- 
dustries, and as doctors, lawyers, 
civil engineers and other top profes- 


In the new government of Presi- 
dent Monge, Jewish influence may 
be greater than ever before, Jews in 
key posts include a cabinet 
minister, the ruling party’s whip in 
the National Assembly, and several 
top ‘advisers to the president, Then 
there is the politically active first 
lady, Doris Yankelewitz Berger de 
Monge — though she herself says “I 
have always felt more Costa Rican 
than Jewish," and believes that in 
her position, she cannot identify too 
closely with one community. ὁ 

An attractive, stylish woman in 
her late 40s, Doris de Monge mar- 
ried her husband soon after he com- 
pleted his tour of duty as ambas- 
sador to Israel. [5 1978, when he 
first ran for the presidency, there 
were oped mutterings that a Monge 
victory would increase the influence 
of the Jews.

She denies this, however, adding, “T 
campaigned actively throughout the 
country, and was received very 
warmly by the people. | am op- 
limistic that anti-Semitism is 
becoming less and less of a factor in 
this country, But | cannot expe: 
everyone to love me. My job is to 
work alongside my husband to 
rebuild this country." 

Other Jews in important positions 
in the Monge government evince a 
stronger sense of Jewish identity. 
Most prominent is Clara Zomer, 42, 
the president of the National In- 
stitute of Housing (a cabinet 
position) who worries that "if things 
get really bad here, the Jews would 
make a natural scapegoat." 

Though she, plays no role in the 
organized Jewish community, 
Zomer nevertheless affirms thu “I 
am extremely proud to be Jewish” 
and wears a Star of David around 
her neck, “My role model has been 
Golda Meir," she says. “Like her I 
jhave always believed you can over- 
come all handicaps if you are deter- 
mined enough to succeed.” 


MANY OF San Jose's Jews fear 
that if the Monge government fails 
to reverse the economic situation 
soon, it could lead to an upsurge of 
anti-Semitism. 

“The antennae of the community 
are up, and we are monitoring situa- 
tion very closely," said Dr, Luis 
Liberman, who was one of the prin- 
cipal architects of President 
Monge's austerity programme and 
who meets regularly with other 
leaders of the community to discuss 
the problem. 

Tn interviews with non-Jewish 
Costa Ricans during a visit to the 
country in April of this year, this 
reporter found a striking amount of 
anti-Semitic feeling. Several work- 
ing people in the Central Market in 
San Jose agreed with the asaesament 
of one farmer that “the Pollakas 
control business in this country.” 
(Most Costa Ricans call Jews “Pol- 


lakas” because of their Polish 


origins,) μὰ 
wealthy young businessman 
said, “Not only do the Jews control 
most of the economy, but they will 
be tho first-to leave If there is a crisis 
here," . 

A loftist professor of sociology at 
Costa Rica University agreed that 
“the Jews have tremendous 
economic and political power 
here.” Several Jewish students at 
the university told this reporter that 
they had experienced anti-Semitic 
attacks from both rightist and leftist 
students, “It is fashionable to be 
anti-Zionist, and the sludents make 
no distinction between ‘Israeli? and 
ον" 

According to Feinzeig, there has 
been some increase in anti-Israel 
statements in the wake of the war in 
Lebanon and the massacre at Sabra 
and Shatilla camps, although “the 
reaction against Israel here has 
been very minor in comparison with 
that in Mexico, the U.S. and 
Europe.” The main manifestation of 
anti-Israel sentiment, he. said, had 
been in several columns by indepen- 
dent journalists in the major papers, 
especially after the massacre. There 
was also a major seminar at the uni- 
versity which atlacked Israel from 
a left-wing point of view. “We met 
that challenge head on,” Feinzei; 
said, “by sending a group of Jewis 
Students to answer the charges. 
They argued so effectively that 
many of those who came in with an 
anti-Israel point of view left more 
supportive of Israel." 

Feinzeig believes that part of the 
reason for. the relatively subdued 
reaction against Israel in Costa Rica 


stemmed from the will of Jews 10 
stand up proudly in defence of 
Israel. 

There was very little internal 
debatc about Lebanon within the 
community itself. “Those who dis- 
agreed with Israeli uctions kept 
those feelings to themscives, The 
whole community slood together in 
backing Israel strongly, and 
defending her against attack.” 

In general, the younger gene- 
ration of Costa Rican Jews — 
those now in high school, university 
and beginning their careers — 
manifest a markedly different out- 
took from their parents. 

“Many young Jews are rejecting 
the values of their parents, that 
Seem to be based more on the ac- 
quisition of materia! possessions 
than on Israel and Jewish values," 
says Freddy Fachler, a law student 
who is contemplating aliya upon 
graduation. Samuel Rovinski, aleft- 
ist intellectual who is Costa Rica's 
only feature-film producer, says 
that “our younger generation is 
more troubled and confused about 
their role here than their parents, 
who went [rom poverty to success, 
and were happy with their wealth, 
The young tend to look beyond our 
small circle, und see the poverty und 
misery uround us," 

The most dramatic manifestation 
of this increased commitment is the 
community's first Aug aliya — a 
group of some 20 people in their 
twenties who have committed 
themselves to immigrating to Israc] | 
during the next few years, “We all 
believe that to live a full Jewish life 
you need io live in Israel’’ says 
engineering student Leon Myer, 
“Our parents would like us to stay 
here and become successful profes- 
sionals. But we want to make a 
greater contribution to Israel than 
Just giving money.” 

Like their parents, the younger 
generation of Costa Rican Jews feel . 
a growing uncertainty about the 
future, ἢ 

“We have a fecling that we are 
sitting on top of a volcano here,” 
says Freddy Fachler. No one has 
any {idea if and when it is going lo 
explode. It is definitely getting 
harder to be a Jew in Costa Rica.” 

Dr. Feinzeig adds, “The younger 
generation is confronting the reality 
that the next five to ten years arc 
going to be extremely difficult 


‘economically, and that the future for 


Jews may not be as good us the 
skuation we have enjoyed until 
now, It will be especially difficult 
for young people just starting their 
careers,” 

Altogether, the mood in the 
Jewish commumity today might be 
described as one of mixed hope and 
foreboding. Pedro Befeler, owner of 
g textile mill, expressed the senti- 
ments of many in the community 
when he said, “We are hopeful that 
the Monge government will succeed 
in rescuing Costa Rica from the 
economic bind we are now in, but 
ultimately we have a sense that our 
future is being decided at levels - 
beyond our control. Costa Rica is 
now caught up in superpower 
rivalries over Central America, and 
our recovery is dependent on the 
decisions of international financial 
institutions." He added, “Increased 
support from the United States and 
other friendly countries is needed to 
help Costa Rica to survive as a 
democracy during the difficult 
period ahead, and to ensure the 
viability of our Jewish community. 
Our fate is tied up with what hap- 
pens here over the next several 
years, We Jews never appreciated 
what a paradise we had in Costa 
Rica until we were well on the way

THE ETERNAL. supernatural slips 
comfortably into the here and now 
and begins to seem as difficult to 
disclaim as it is to’ explain. 
Malicious imps wrought of stone 
come to life after 1,500 years, to 
lake their eerie revenge. An adoles- 
cent ghost still bound to the world 
she left behind is haunted by the liv- 
ing. Through their routine conver- 
sation, a man and his boy emerge as 
two psychic-powered psychopaths 
— like father, like son. 

A look ahead into the future finds 
a celebrated hostess — known to 
dazzle the whole world, including 
the Republic of Europe, with her
